THE DISCOVERY SHIPS. 

Few paiticulars of their highly inter- 
esting voyage have yet transpired, tl.e 
officers and crew of the Ilecla confining 
themselves to casual observations, until 
their commander shall have laid his 
journal before the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty. YVe understand, however, that 
Lieut. Parry entered by Lancaster Sound, 
proceeded over capt. Ross’s special chart 
oTlsne', ur.d l eached, in the parallel of 
74 or 1 14 or 115 west, about 550 mills 
farther than Capt. Ross asserted the 
polar sea to be navigable. In 90, the 
ships fell in with islands, which continu- 
ed successively till they reached tho 
extreme) westerly point ofone in 115, 
where winter overtook them. They 
wintered in a snug bay in Lancaster 
Sound, ar.d did not get clear of the ico 
till August this year. .From October 
till February, or for about 100 days, 
they were in darkness but with abun- 
dance of wholesome provisions and other 
requisite comforts, they passed the time 
very agregablv.

of a northern passage, and that a practi- 
cable one, but not open to any possible 
commercial purposes.

The crews of the vessels have conduc- 
ted themselves as became men in such 
a momentous expedition. They have 
been particularly healthy, and returned 
to England with the loss of only one 
man, that from a casualty : which is a 
high tribute to the discipline and care of 
the officers commanding : with the ther- 
mometer of Fahr. 55 deg. below zero, 
where the breath of crei y one, in his 
sleeping place, formed a" sheet of ice 
ever his head in the morning. The 
ships have been out for about 18 months, 
having sailed from Sheerness on the 18th 
Mry, 1819. Sunday last the comman- 
der, officers, seamen, and marines, of his 
Majesty’s ships employed on discovery 
in tiie Arctic regions, returned public 
thanks to Almighty God, in the church 
of St. Mary-le-Strand, London, for th© 
many mercies received during their 
perilous undertaking, and for their safe 
return to native land.

COLUMBIAN SOCIETY. 

When the incorporation of this socie- 
ty was proposed in the Senate of the 
Ignited States, by Col. R. M. Johnson, it 
had, by a mistake of the clerk, the title ot 
a religious society, which drew forth 
some remarks in our paper, that would 
riot have appeared, as the writer has sine* 
informed us, if the real title of the law 
had been given. We have seen the bill, 
which is nothing more than the estab- 
lishment of an institution for the Edu- 
cation of youth in the English and for- 
eign languages. The District of Co- 
lumbia depends upon Congress as the 
states do upon the legislative branches of 
the respective states for. authority to es- 
tablish Seminaries of learning. The 
speech of Col. Johnson, in our last paper 
explains fully the views of the petitioners. 
Men of all denominations of Christians 
may be concerned in the above institu- 
tion; and to tranquilize the feats of some 
of the members of Congress about a 
grand national establishment, the expen- 
ditures are confined to 23,01)0 dollars 
per annum, and the power to repeal the 
charter at any period, is reserved by 
Congress in the last clause of the bill.

“ IVashington City, Jan. 5, 1820 

“ It is said, the Secretary of State 
yesterday evening received advices from

L*ATEST FROM GIBRALTAR. 

Courier Office, Charlestown, 
DEC. 25, 1620. 

By the brig Cervantes, Capt Yfinitc, 
arrived at this port on Chriimas Day, I 
in 38 days from Gibraltar, we have thel 
pleasing certainty of Ratification of our 
Treaty with S;,aiu, which cedes the Flo-; 
idas to the United States. An official) 
copy of the ratified treaty was sent by 
the brig Pleiades, which left Gibraltar 
on the 13th November, in company v.ithj 
the Cervantes. The certainty of the 
ratification is now placed beyond all 
douht, as the gentlemen, passengers, in 
the Cervantes, assure us of its corcct-l 
ness. 

From the same source we learn that 
Itaiy was in a very disturbed slate ; cve-j 
ry thing in that country wore a gloomy! 
aspect ; an Austrian army of 80,000 men; 
was threatning to invade it. Many stran- j 
gers of distinction front England had' 
recently arrived there. Palermo and 
Siciiy have followed the examples of 
Naples. 

I .ate accounts from the south of F ranee I 
indicated a very considerable degree of j 
uneasiness and dissatisfaction as preva-l 
lent there, and a change in affairs atltici-) 
p.tted by many. 

Spain w as tranquil in all its parts ; 
the acts at.d deliberations of the Cortes J 
had given general satisfaction. 

The Algerines and Tunisians were 
at war; an Algerine fleet was off Leg- 
horn in October. It was reported at 
Gibraltar that thc^ had captured some. 
American vessels and every squadron, in 
consequence, left Gibraltar immediately.' 
A Ditch sq idron passed up the straits 
in October, to protect their merchant 
vessels, 

Business v/as brisk at Leghorn, in con- 
sequence of the new tariff adopted by 
the French governmant on American 
cottons. Coffee, pepper, pimento, and 
East India piece goods, were low there 
on the 1st of November, bat hides aud 
cotlou in much demand
